Adjutant General Says Opportunity Is

The editor haa received this letter 
from Adjutant General Morris and It 
there are those who are interested in 
the organiiatloB ot a Mason county 
unit, they ahould let It be known at 
once; 

"At the beginning of the World War, 
the National Guard of Keniiicky was 
called Into the Kidcral service, ami 
after ihe war was aver it was muster- 
ed out, leaving the State with no Na- 
tional Guard troops. 

"The Guard is now being reorgan- 
ized and It Is desired to have each 
year's Increment distributed over the 
state as etiually as possible. 

'The national defense act provided 
that a committee be appomted to lo- 
cate the units of the National Guard 
over tlie slate. This committee has 
been appointed Ijy Ihe War Depart- 
ment and will meet .soineliine next 
month, and 1 am wi itint; to ask If yonr 
county would like to he l epresented by 
a unit In the National (Juard. 

"Something like ^lO.OOU each year 
ot Federal funds are paid to members 
ot each unit of the National Guard: 
brides being uniformed and equip- 
ped the offloers and men are paid a 
full day's pay for each drill of one 
and one-half hours they attend. 

"The recent reduction of the size of 
the Regular Army by Congress makes 
the .Vaiional lluard a more important 
pari oi; the count ry s defense, and it 
should be organized without delay. 

"IC you would like to havo a unit 
organized In your county, i)lease rcv 
commend suitable persons for ofllcers 
after conferring with them, and ad- 
vise this office, and all necessary in- 
formation and assistance will be given 
toward getting an application from 
your county ready to bo considered by 
the committee when it meets next 
month."

This is v.tv luuch in 
keeping with the recent size-up of this and all other economic situa 
tions by Charles Evans Hvghes, certainly an authority to be given 
luost respectful hearing just now. For that reason his utterance is 
repeated herewith : 

There are certain primary traths which must constantly be kept 
oefore our peoplo. Tho uUimati- economic x'nin must he found in ])ri<- 
duction and thrift- The world waits for increased luoductivity. \Vc 
enjoy a prosperity beyond anything hitherto known, it' onl.v we will 
work and save. Apitation that curtails production li-'lps no one, 
leaat of all the workers. For every wage increase, for every im|ii<n c 
ment in conditions of labor, for every protection against sickness. 
Did age and death, for every betterment in civic facilities, for the 
care of the weak and helpless, for all tlie helpful ministrations we 
dedre to multiply we must look to production to pay the bill. 

Primarily that means production as the initial step in thrift. It

Hut on t,lic otlier hand them is ledislation that is 
parfeetly legitimate and altogether ijcimane to just this situation. 

This present session of Congress bids fair to die und leave its 
legacy of tariff readjustment to its successor. Perhaps that is just 
as welL The job will be better done .no dduht. more delihi i ati ly am! 
more permanently. But it is just as well also that they begin thinkiu'.' 
about it and tak^g preliminary steps in formnlatinp plans and spi i i- 
flcations. It is rather pertinently presunicil to our alteiition tliat in 
well anthenticated instances our idleness is result of i-beap I'oi-ei'ji 
industry. It can be demonstrated that in the i-ases of present cm,

This is only po.ssihle win ti 
our industrial output has pro()er proteetion. The renn'dy for present 
conditions lies ultimately— also iirniiediately—witii Consircss. Thi' 
enactment of adequate tarifl revi.sioM will logically tend to a rcopcTi- 
ing of the mills and mines and to the encouragement of all industry, 
including agriculture, which is just now heavily handicapped.

Searcli Is being 
(•(.nliniially made by ollicial and iicii- 
olllcial (irjianizallons for biilhliu'is 
that niiglit be leased by the service for 
hispilals. Kiicli. however, have proced
